Bradford - R.I.D.E. - Reduce Impaired 
Driving Everywhere - originated in Etobicoke 
in 1977, as “Reduce Impaired Driving 
in Etobicoke.” The program stepped up 
enforcement, increased awareness of the 
dangers of drinking and driving - and caugbt 
on across the province. R.I.D.E. is now a 
provincial campaign, involving spot checks 
that watch for drinking drivers. 

The South Simcoe Police has dedicated 
a team of 5 officers to the R.I.D.E. 
program during the month of December, 
complemented by overtime officers, 
supported by a $16,000 grant from the 
Ministry of Community Safety and 
Correctional Services. 

“Impaired driving is the leading criminal 
cause of death in this country,” said Police 
Chief Rick Beazley, citing Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving (MADD) Canada stats: 4 
people are killed and 210 injured each day in 
Canada, due to Impaired driving. “R.I.D.E. 
is a proactive campaign that we undertake to 
prevent serious injuries and death.” 

In 2011, during the Festive Season R.I.D.E. 
campaign, South Simcoe Police stopped 7,795 
vehicles. They administered 366 roadside tests, 
issued 75 three-day suspensions, and charged 
20 drivers with Impaired. 

This year, Police will have a new tool in then- 
arsenal. KIA Canada has donated a 2013 KIA 
Sorento to the South Simcoe Police, to be used 
as a support vehicle. 

South Simcoe Police launched their Festive 
Season R.I.D.E. program on November 27, on 
Big Bay Point Rd. in Innisfil. They stopped 300 
vehicles - and laid 3 charges. A 25 year old 
male and a 63 year old male, both of Innisfil, 
were charged with Excess Alcohol; a 19 year 
old male was charged with Young Driver 
-Blood Alcohol Concentration above zero. 
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Roads Needs Study: a roadmap for repairs 


Residents of the 13 th Line, Chris 
and Dan Henderson were in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Council 
on November 20, pleading for the 
repaving of their section of road - the 
dead-end stretch of the 13th Line, 
from 20th Sideroad to Lake Simcoe. 

“I pay over $5,500 a year in taxes, 
and I get very little services,” said 
Chris Henderson - noting that shortly 
after the family moved to the 13th 
Line, the heavily-damaged surface 
treatment on the road was removed, 
and the road was returned to gravel - 
with “no intentions” to repave. 

She noted that there are 6 residences, 
an active farm, and a “very active 
business” on the stretch of road, 
and asked why the rural residents 
were being treated as “second class 
citizens.” If it was an urban road, 
Henderson asked, “if the pavement 
was removed, would they leave it 
without pavement for 5 years?” 

She questioned the Town’s new 
Roads Needs Study, adding, “It’s not 
fair... There are paved roads that are

going to be repaved before this 
road is even considered.” She 
urged the Town to use a surplus 
of $67,000 to at least pave the area 
of the road in the vicinity of the 6 
homes, complaining of excessive 
dust. 

“Something’s got to be done 
about it,” added Dan Henderson, 
noting that dust and stone 
damage from loose gravel were 
common occurrences. 

Council received the Roads 
Needs Study by C.C. Tatham 
Associates later in the meeting. 

Councillor Gary Lamb noted 
that to catch up with all of the 
recommended road repairs 
would cost the Town $12.5 
million. "I don’t think we put 
enough in the budget this year 
for roads,” Lamb said, urging the 
Town to make a “concerted effort 
to catch up” - and warning that 
“sometimes you have to look at 
people, as well as the (traffic) 
numbers,” when determining 
which roads to repair. 


Mayor Doug White pointed 
out that “every year, dozens and 
dozens of requests” come in for 
road repairs. “In the end, we can’t 
be all things to all people. There’s 
a limited amount of dollars.” 

He said that the Roads Needs 
Study provides the "science" for 
making those decisions, “so it’s 
not people who come to Council, 
getting their road repaired.” 

White noted that there is a 
financing gap for infrastructure 
in every municipality. "I'm of 
the opinion we need to close the 
gap - over time.” And he pointed 
out that Council’s focus “is on the 
greater good of the municipality, 
which is sometimes at odds” with 
individual wants and needs. 

The Roads Needs Study is not 
complaint-driven, but based 
on detailed assessment of every 
road, using criteria that include 
traffic numbers, sightlines, and 
drainage, noted Director of 
Engineering Debbie Korolnek. 
She warned that the Study will 


“tweaking,” in light of real- 
life situations and needs. 

In the case of the 13th Line, 
however, “the traffic volume is so 
low, the question becomes, do 
you want to put the money into 
repaving” - or leave the deadend 
section as gravel, she said. 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer said 
he didn’t support the Study, 
which was prepared by “an expert 
from outside, who doesn’t have a 
full grasp” of local conditions. “In 
the final scheme of things, it’s the 
politicians who have to make the 
tough decisions.” 

But Councillor Ron Simpson 
disagreed with Keffer’s 
assessment. "At least we have a 
document that identifies a lot of 
the issues... We just need more 
money in the roads resurfacing 
budget,” he said. 

Council voted to approve the 
Roads Needs Study - and to put 
the $67,000 surplus towards the 
reconstruction of Canal Road.

Stand against Cyberbullying 

To the editor: Every year on December 6, 
Canadians wear white ribbons and observe 
a minute of silence to show their support 
for ending violence against women. The 
occasion, informally known as White 
Ribbon Day, marks the anniversary of the 
1989 Ecole Polytechnique massacre, in 
which fourteen women were singled out for 
their gender and murdered. 

While Canada has made important 
progress since that tragic day, we have a 
long way to go. In rates that are far higher 
than men, too many women continue to 
experience physical, psychological and 
sexual abuse. 

There are no easy solutions to these 
complex issues, but Parliament will soon 
have a chance to take practical action on 
one part of the problem - cyberbullying. 

Cyberbullying is a powerful, relentless 
and insidious tool used by children and 
adults alike. There is no escape, no respite. 
Cyberbullying follows you worldwide 
and over your lifetime, even after death, 
ruining careers and reputations as adults. 
As one cyber-bullied young student told 
me, “You have no place to run, no way to 
hide. Everyone knows. You feel trapped and 
cornered forever. Your life is ruined!” 

Bullying by spreading false messages, 
criminal harassment and defamatory libel 
is already covered under the Criminal 
Code, if it is done using print, telephone, 
television or radio - but not on the internet. 
I have a Bill to correct that and extend 
protection to electronic media, a long- 
overdue step. It will remove the anonymity 
that currently shields those who use the 
internet to do so, by requiring disclosure 
from ISPs. This plan has been endorsed by 
the Canadian Teachers’ Federation and 
Canadian Association of Police Boards. 

Our children need this protection. Yet 
MP Peter Van Loan and most of the 


Conservative Party voted against this bill at 
second reading; one more vote could have 
defeated it. Their opposition is difficult to 
understand. Parliamentarians should be 
working together to strengthen action on 
bullying. 

Please tell Mr. Van Loan to vote for Bill 
C-273 when it comes back to the House, 
and take a small but important step against 
the cyberbullying of our children. By doing 
so he will also be honouring the spirit of 
White Ribbon Day and helping to protect 
women.
